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The day has been dismal. Lots of 
running around, taking care of a few 
things, but never getting down to work.

I don't even wait for a commercial, 
just drag myself to the fridge. CORN 
FLAKES would be OK but the milk has 
gone sour. 

In an experiment, rats fed on cereal 
got less nutrition than rats fed on the 
cereal's cardboard box. In the fifties, 
children bought RICE CRISPIES—that 
snapped, crackled and popped—for the 
baking-soda-propelled plastic subma- 
rine inside the box. They were condi- 
tioned to think of food as fun, creating a 
generation of junk food junkies. 

There is some cheese left—not very 
appetizing—the Cheese with the Paper 
Between the Slices. It's hard to tell one 
from the other. The two remaining 
pieces of bread have dried into styro- 
foam slabs. 

By the turn of the century, bakers 
discovered that more water could be 
added to white flour than to wheat 
flour, stretching each barrel into more 
loaves. Processing wheat into white 
flour creates a product that has longer 
shelf life, but is so nutritionally worth- 
less that rats and insects won't eat it. 
During the Depression, half the diet of 
the urban population consisted of white 
flour products. Fearing that their consu- 
mers would die of malnutrition, manu- 
facturers put vitamins and minerals 
back into their denatured food-like sub- 
stance. The staff of life had become a 
rubber crutch. 

Even if I did have bread, I don't think 
I'd feel up to toasting it. There are some 
RITZ crackers on the shelf, and some 
others, nondescript. 

The concept of brand names only

dates back to 1870. Until then, one just 
bought flour, cheese, oranges, what- 
ever. A hundred years later the cycle is 
completed by the introduction of Ge- 
neric products . . . though each super- 
market seems to carry its own brand of 
generic. 

Competing name brands gave birth 
to modern advertising. A straightfor- 
ward announcement of a product’s ex- 
istence can only be effective when a 
product fills a need and is unique. In a 
competitive situation, a product's su- 
periority can be asserted through un- 
verifiable claims (“Thomas’ English 
Muffins taste better than toast"). A 
more complex advertising technique, 
that of image building, consists of asso- 
ciating the product with a totally unre- 
lated cultural symbol—using a clown to 
peddle McDonalds reinforces the con- 
cept of food as fun. Possibly the most 
pernicious technique consists of creat- 
ing a problem for the consumer—usual- 
ly through the exploitation of fear and/ 
or guilt—and then offering the product 
as a solution to this manufactured prob- 
lem. A recent HOSTESS TWINKIES 
commercial: Mom is shown chastising 
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her kids all day long, then buys forgive- 
ness at the end of the day by presenting 
her offspring with the wholesome 
goodness of a Hostess Twinkie. 

“Think of what it can mean to your 
firm in profits if you can condition a 
million or ten million children who will 
grow up into adults trained to buy your 
product as soldiers are trained to ad- 
vance when they hear the trigger words 
‘forward march’.” (Clyde Miller, THE 
POWER OF PERSUASION.) 

Ritz Crackers . . . THE GREAT 
AMERICAN ENTERTAINER. 

Good. Entertainment is just what I'm 
after and crackers are at least as enter- 
taining as TV. The box has a recipe for 
*mock apple pie'. The filling is made 
out of crackers, sugar, water and tartar 
sauce. No apples needed. 

General Mills boosted its sales of 
BISQUIK when they changed the in 


structions from 'add water' to “айа milk 
and egg'. Pride in baking is a necessary 
ingredient for making biscuits. 

Maybe I should make some instant 
pudding. Nah, too much work and a ten 
minute wait. 

In the frozen food section of the su- 
permarket, one can find an ‘instant 
breakfast’: two eggs sunny side up, 
toast, side order of fries. Cardbord and 
tinfoil have improved on the chicken's 
more fragile way of packaging eggs. 

Back to bed with the cheese (Dor- 
man's), crackers (Ritz) and apple (ge- 
neric). 

By WWII, corporations started in- 
vesting in agriculture to control the en- 
tire chain of production and benefit 
from farmer's subsidies. Now, 50 cor- 
porations account for more than 75% of 
the profits of the food market. A wit- 
ness before a Senate committee asked 
the senators to consider the typical 
Thanksgiving dinner: “The Smithfield 
ham comes from ITT, the turkey is a

product of the Greyhound Corporation, 
the lettuce comes from Dow Chemical 
Co., the potatoes are provided by the 
Boeing Co., and Tenneco brought the 
fresh fruits and vegetables . . . " 

The control of the manufacturing and 
mass marketing of food by the multina- 
tionals has far-reaching consequences. 
Intensive cultivation and erosion de- 
plete the arable soil in such a way that 
the bottom will be reached by the year 
2000. 396 of the American popula- 
tion—as opposed to 40% in the 
30's—is involved with cultivating the 
land. Only food that can be produced 
cheaply and distributed widely is 
grown. Tomatoes bought at the super- 
market—bred to have skins thick 
enough to withstand mechanical pick- 
ers—only turn red when treated with 
ethylene gas in transit. 

Mary Tyler Moore is interrupted by a 
Carvel ice cream commercial. I wish I 
had some ice cream. This is no way to 
lose three pounds. 


Nothing Like 
WAXED 
PAPER. 


Since the food industry and mass 
media are controlled by the same corpo- 
rations they can simultaneously adver- 
tise the junk food and generate guilt. 
TV dinners breed’ the WEIGHT 
WATCHERS" TV dinners; overeating 
in front of the television leads to 90- 
second commercials for SLIM- 
JEANS", thermal gold lounging pants 
to sweat off those extra pounds. (Sug- 
gestion to entrepreneurs: an exercycle- 
powered television set, with TV dinner 
tray mounted on the handle bars.) For 
this synergism to remain effective it 
cannot allow, as it promises, instant 
oral gratification without punishment. 
Nor can the punishment ever allow 
complete expiation. 

ГЇЇ never look like a model anyway. 
They’re not interested in anybody un- 
der 6 feet. 

Why does everybody want to be so 
thin? Undernourishment is a luxury of 
the 20th century bourgeois rich. In the 
last century, the ‘bay window’ belly, 
acquired through daily 16-course 4- 
hour dinner bouts, was a badge of eco- 
nomic distinction. As the masses came 
to afford bellies of their own, the upper 
crust, always eager to stand apart—af- 
ter all, what’s money if it can’t bring 
something that most people don’t 
have— inaugurated the era of the lean 
fat-cat. Nowadays, it takes money to 
starve on a diet of lean meats, fresh 
fruits and vegetables. A large propor- 
tion of America's underbelly, fed on 
cheap starches, is obese. 

Itake a bite out of my apple. I forgot 
to wash it and worry for a second about 
the white powder encrusted in the skin. 
It tastes terrible; more accurately, it has 
no taste and the consistency of a gritty, 
half-moist sponge. 

I remember one friend, feverish after 
a month of fasting, explaining to me 
how one gets nutrition from the air, not 
from food. She could scientifically 
demonstrate this: “you die if you stop 
breathing but not if you stop eating. 
Food only poisons the body." 

Fundamentalist Vegetarians, casting 
a disapproving sneer at any foodstuff

more frivolous than brown rice, have 
endowed nature with exclusively posi- 
tive virtues and lost sight of the fact that 
something natural is not necessarily 
nutritious or healthy (e.g. petroleum). 

Be that as it may, the Food Industry 
has outflanked the criticism of ever 
more savvy consumers by co-opting the 
word ‘natural’ and associating their 
processed foods with images of the 
Golden Earth, hand-picked fruits and 
kindly grandparents. The contempo- 
rary product label displays in large type 
what has not been put into the package 
whereas actual ingredients still require 
a magnifying glass to read. What one 
eats has become so abstract that it is 
now possible to boast that a specific 
food product comes from nature. 

I feel thoroughly depressed. Maybe 
ГП make some pudding anyway. Га 
like to go completely overboard, feel 
stuffed and have more reasons to be dis- 
gusted with myself. I put powdered 
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milk, a cup of water and instant pud- 
ding powder іп the mixer . . . 

When I was a kid, I never understood 
why I was told to “think about all the 
starving kids in the world." Somehow, 
this was supposed to convince me to 
finish what was on my plate, but I knew 
that whether I ate it or not, those starv- 
ing kids weren't going to get any. 

In a world of 400 million starving 
people, the profit motive still over- 
comes humanitarian motives. The les- 
son of consumerism was so well 
learned in Afghanistan that the pow- 
dered milk donated by Norway was 
sold in the luxury shops of Kabul to 
Western drop-out tourists and local di- 
plomats. 

A TV announcer informs me that 
"Crisco oil has no oily taste." I polish 
off the rest of the pudding and turn off 
the TV. 

What matters most: taste, caloric 
content or nutritional value? Manufac- 
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turers are developing soybean prod- 
ucts, a cheap, plentiful and excellent 
source of protein. Since it is tasteless, 
they are shaping it to look and taste like 
other foods. (After a suit by consumers, 
General Foods had to change the name 
of their soybean American cheese to 
Golden Spread.) Soybean bacon and 
hot dogs are marketed for vegetarians 
and those on low-cholesterol diets at 
prices equal to their animal fat cousins. 
Soon we will see soybean steaks almost 
indistinguishable from the real thing. Is 
it a wonderful prospect that will make 
more nutritious food available to more 
people without depleting the land? 

Or is it a scary taste of things to 
come, in which the soybean steak is 
only a transitional move toward food- 
pills? Will the pleasures of eating be 
rejected as old-fashioned romantic su- 
perfluity and reserved only for a few 
billionaires?

SENTENCE 


Rabbit. On one hand there is the thought machine, 
racing along, gathering the attractive, babbling 
sentences, filling the silence with itself, without 
knowing why, with words, which belong to no 
one. It happens all the time especially when you 
let your wet tongue stick out of your mouth so that 
something can come along and stick to it. I have 
seen myself running through the city, holding a

last sentence in my mind till I came across the one 
that matched it. When it happens, it is a blessing. 
And on the other hand, it is getting hard to believe 
that there is all that much difference between the 
boiling soup of sentences which are nearly all, 
each and every one of them, models of craziness, 
and myself chewing them like salad. 

I usually have four completed sentences in 
my mind which I will try, at some point, to make a 
note of. This gets difficult when they come to me 
shortly before I fall asleep, or in cars. 1 am too 
lazy ог feel too sick. Often an older sentence gets 
lost in the attention a new one excites. There is no 
means back to it, attempts to remember it are use- 
less. But there is a rear reverberation room of re- 
membrance, in which sentences are sometimes 
conserved for a few hours. There they stay loosely 
knotted to the memory substance, which lends its 
binding power to them for a certain amount of 
time, before rudely withdrawing it for new mate- 
rial before they have a chance to sink in. What re- 
mains of the sentences gets knotted together with 
solid, stored association material. The more di- 
verse the associations, the greater the chance that 
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the sentence itself will get stored іп the brain in the 
form of actual matter intended for it. We formu- 
late a sentence phonetically, inside, listen to it in- 
side us. One talks silently, hears voices, has inner 
ears, which race along the memory traces, listen- 
ing in. If a sentence gets evacuated, let us say into 
a notebook, the outer ears’ work ability noticeably 
increases. The best method to fix a sentence in 
one's memory is to speak it aloud. To do that 
when half asleep or in the presence of strangers 
might be hard at first, later on it stops mattering. 
The sentence will then take the form of an outside 
object, which can be remembered. One can feel it

in the speech organ, in which it leaves a casting, 
after which it can be reproduced. And it arrives 
like all other sounds in the world at the outer ears 
again, whose channels lead it back to where it 
came from. The circle is closed, all possible cells 
are put into action, somewhere the whole sentence 
or parts of it may have struck. 

But what damage does the sentence cause 
which I am hopelessly trying to memorize in the 
room 1 pace? It is just barely оп my tongue any- 
more, already so remote, its absence befogs the 
whole room, the traffic, the sky. It seems as 
though I have lost something—so unsettled do I 
feel—the spark of electricity that the sentence 
was. I can feel its tracks like phantom pain in an 
amputated part of my body. If I cannot prevent 
this feeling of loss can I then reduce the speed at 
which the sentences strike? By doing so, am I try- 
ing to make a deal with myself, to form a new hab- 
it, as impossible as that would be? Well, I will not 
watch myself doing that. Headaches, not split- 
ting, but droning, like cobwebs, the sun only 
through the crack of the door, a triangle of sky 
above the monster.
